1. Page 158, after line 15 by inserting:

Sec. . NEW SECTION. 455A.4A Department of

natural resources fund.

1. A department of natural resources fund is
created in the state treasury as a separate fund under
the control of the department of natural resources.
The fund shall be composed of moneys appropriated to
the fund by the general assembly and moneys available
to and obtained or accepted by the department from the
United States or from private sources for placement in
the fund.

2. a. Notwithstanding any other provision to the
contrary, it is the intent of the general assembly that
all revenue appropriated to a fund contained in Title
XI, with the exception of revenue that is appropriated
to the fish and wildlife protection fund pursuant to
Article VII, section 9, of the Constitution of the
State of Iowa, is appropriated to and shall be credited
by the treasurer of state to the department of natural
resources fund, including but not limited to all
revenue in the following funds:

(1) Special snowmobile fund created in section
321G.7.

(2) Special all-terrain vehicle fund created in
section 321I.8.

(3) Iowa resources enhancement and protection fund
created in section 455A.18.

(4) Environmental crimes investigation and
prosecution fund created in section 455B.112A.

(5) Air contaminant source fund created in section
455B.133B.

(6) Septic management fund and toilet unit £fund
created in section 455B.172.

(7) Water quality protection fund created in
section 455B.183A.

(8) National pollutant discharge elimination system
permit fund created in section 455B.196.

(9) Sewage works construction fund created in
section 455B.241.

(10) Water use permit fund created in section
455B.265A.

(11) Water pollution control works revolving loan
fund, water pollution control works administration
fund, drinking water facilities revolving loan fund,
and drinking water facilities administration fund
created in section 455B.295.
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(12) Hazardous substance remedial fund created in
section 455B.423,.

(13) Waste management assistance trust fund created
in section 455B.484.

(14) Independent redemption center grant fund
created in section 455C.17.

(15) Waste tire management fund created in section
455D.11C.

(16) Waste volume reduction and recycling fund
created in section 455D.15.

(17) Groundwater protection fund created in section
455E,.11.

(18) Iowa comprehensive petroleum underground
storage tank fund created in section 455G.3.

(19) Marketability fund created in section 455G.21.

(20) Land recycling fund created in section
455H.401.

(21) Forestry management and enhancement fund
created in section 456A.21.

(22) Remedial action fund created in section
457B.1, subsection 3, paragraph “p”.

(23) Animal agriculture compliance fund created in
section 459.401.

(24) Manure storage indemnity fund created in
section 459.501.

(25) Agricultural drainage well water quality
assistance fund created in section 460.303.

(26) Missouri river preservation and land use fund
created in section 463B.3.

(27) Honey creek premier destination park bond fund
created in section 463C.11.

(28) On-site wastewater systems assistance fund
created in section 466.9.

(29) Watershed improvement fund created in section
466A.2,

(30) Building energy management fund created in
section 473.19A.

b. The revenue so appropriated to the department of
natural resources fund shall be used only as provided
in appropriations made from the fund by the general
assembly which may include for purposes relating to the
statutory purposes set forth for the funds contained
in Title XI.

c. This subsection is applicable to all
appropriations to the Title XI funds beginning on July
1, 2010, and ending on June 30, 2015.

3. a. Notwithstanding any other provision to the
contrary it is the intent of the general assembly
that all provisions that impose fees in Title XI and
that are appropriated to funds contained in Title XI,
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with the exception of state license fees for hunting,
fishing, and trapping that are appropriated to the fish
and wildlife protection fund pursuant to Article VII,
section 9, of the Constitution of the State of Iowa,
shall be repealed on June 30, 2015.

b. Beginning on July 1, 2010, and each year
thereafter until July 1, 2015, the department of
natural resources shall submit an annual report to
the general assembly which discusses, explains, and
justifies the purposes and amounts of twenty percent of
the fees imposed pursuant to Title XI so that by July
1, 2015, all fees imposed pursuant to Title XI have
been reported on.

4, Notwithstanding section 8.33, any balance in
the fund on June 30 of each fiscal year shall not
revert to the general fund of the state, but shall be
available for purposes of this section in subsequent
fiscal years. Notwithstanding section 12C.7, interest
and earnings on moneys in the fund shall be credited
to the fund.

5. This section is repealed July 15, 2015.

This Act,
being deemed of immediate importance, takes effect upon
enactment.>
